A pussenger by. tho at nbovo stenmor thus des- 
‘cribes an accident which occurred to the vesse, 
at Singapore :—

The following paper was reed before ‘the 


Colin'al Boction of. the Society of Arte, 


Londuu, op Merch Sst, by Mr. Henry Waker, 
Commissioner of J.ands. British North Borneo:— 

The subject of my paper to-night is the 
British colony’ officially known es the Stale of 
North Borneo ; and with the lontern I shall be 
ablo- to give some, ilnstrotion of the country 
and tho people we ralv.: , 


Jt ia interesting to note that the charter. 


granted to the British North Borneo Company 
in_ 366 wan tho first charter granted by the 

tglish Crown sinco the formation of the 
Hudson Bay Company or tho Esst India 
Cumpany some Si years ogo, and it_was 
the forerunvor of the chartors granted to the 
Royal Niger Company, and tho South African 
Companies which have Jatoly beon so proini- 
neptly brought to our nofice by the ‘South 
African War, 

Tam glad to soe hore today some of the 
gentlemen who took » prominent share in the 
acquisition of our territory from the Sultans of 
Brunei and of Soo’oo, aud inthe formation of 
the British Nerth Borneo Company. Mr. 
Martin, the Chairman of the Chartered Com- 
pany, and Mr. Dent, who had been connected 
with the Company from its commencement, and 
Mr. Cowie our managing dirsctor, who, when 
Baron Overbeck was negotiating the concession 
of the torritory, was able. owing to his great 
iufluence with the native princes to materially 
assist that pontleman. 

My own connection with North Borneo bogan 
po little over twenty years ago. I londed at 
Kuda! in January, 1885, ond one of the first 
mou I mot was Mr. Cowie, who long before aud 
sineo has dono so much to promote the advance 
of North Borneo: ; % ‘ 

I do not propose to weary you with many 
figures, bot I may mention that the trade 
returns prove a. very considerable advance in 
civilisation ofd, in the woalth of our colony 
Sinea the formation of tho chartered company- 
A paper on Borneo was rend in 188t in this 
room by Mr. Francis Gobb, who quoted the 
saluo of the exports aud imports for the east 
coast of North Boruco. during the accond half 
of 1882 ox being 192,000 dots, Of Jute years 
this value bas frequently been cleared at 
Gandakan snd Kudat, not in half u year, but in 
ono day; and lust year the trade of Nortli 
Bornes, was estimated at over seven milliou 
dollars, Our revenue is alko growing. Mr. 
Cobbin T&8+qnoted the revonue at 32,000 dols., 
last year's estimate was 820,000 dols., and we 
eo reason to expect that tha revenue will also 
be expressed in millions. before many yeurs 
have passed. 

Undoubtedly tho 
supply onr present population with: profitable 
employment, and the next is to increase the 
population by attractivg settlers from the 
adjacuut countries, Voth of which are receiving 
careful attention, . - 

Our population numbors about 177,000, for 
the most purt Malays. Wo atl mpted & consus 
in 1901, but it failed to reach the interior 
tribes, aud is unreliable. OF the Chinese we 


have more reliable Anta—they uumber - about 


fow hundred Filipinos, 


13,00, .

‘fhe Maluys are by no means of one class, or 
speak one lauguoge, but I may say “hey all buve 
ono characteristic, they.ary an intelligent race, 


and are capable of rising to a high scale when | 


educated, Some of the covst natives con read 
and write in Arabic charactors, and they easily 
acquire a knowledge of Reman charack rs. ‘The 
Mobummedan priests have a court whero tho 
socis! relations of the natives, marrisgé, tlivorce, 
&c,, are guarded. We have established native 
legal courts, presided over by three headmon, 
ucder the eyo of the Resident, and we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the natives uscer 
our rule are becoming & luwa-biding people. 
We huve had troubles with the natives, chiefly 
in the romoter districts, but the residence in the 
interior of English offlcers, and the better 
communication now being established, will 
proyent any yecarrence of scrions nature. © 
Our native Malays aro divided into three dis- 
tinet classes—Bajous, or seafarers; Durtins, or 
farmers; Marate, or hunters of the interior. 
‘Tho Bujous were well knogn as pirates in the 
old sailing-boat days, but the adrent of 
steamers iu yy waters made piracy im- 
possible. Sir Harry Koppel, who -was vpe of 
our directors for many years. had a -famous 
fight, sixty years ogo, with Malay pirates in 
Morndn Bay, on a river whore the New London 
Pornea Tobneco C.mpuny_now have some 
lorge tobacco estates; and I have frequently 
talked with Malays who in their young days 
‘Two of these native 
kigadmaen becawe beadmen under our rule and 
,bave reudered us very able assistance. WhenT 
| arrived in Boraoo in 18*3 the Bajous got their 
living by, fishing end collectiny sea produce, 
such as béche-de-mer and tortoise-shell, 
and. they. chitfly lived in boats, bat 
they uow tind more profitable employ- 
ment, and many of thom are building houses 
and planting cocosnuts, ond at Sandakon they 
are rendering valuablo assistance in colleoting

One 
ronson for thia decrease in the population may" 
be found in tho constant attacks from the pirates 
who, in their turn, wore partl exterminated 
by Sir Horry Keppet—in- 1843, Iniertribal 
wara nnd opidemics also reduced their naw- 
bers, When ¥ first went to Kudot in 1883, 
T because acquainted with ao headman who 
wos: the aole living representative of a 
‘village that a fow months before bad con- 
tained sixty people; «to others bad died 
from small-pox ‘Tlrs will sfford some iden of 
tho fearful effort of the disease among tho 
natives. Since 1863 we have -liad vory little 
emall-pox in North Borneo, which 1 attribute 
fo vacciuation and to the medicol assistance 
provided by tho chartesed company. ‘The cost 
of our miatical_ staff oni stations is about fifty 
rhoussnd dollars a’year, very litflo of whieh is 
recovered from the public; but it is a wise 
axpenditure, ard it undoubtedly arsists in the 
development of the country. Atoll onratations 
there are dispensaries with qualified Eurasian 
aexixtants, and at tho four more insportant 
stations there are properly qualified doctors. 
Wo. buve quarapting stations at tbe principal 
ports. [epreay is controlled, ‘The Chinese 
and-Malay lepers are collected on an island in 
Sanlakan Bay. I had oceusion to visit them 
in Jaucary of lost. year with the Gc vernor, Mr. 
Bireh, and we found them very comfortably 
rattled, 

Lreferred jus! now to the pepper crop raised 
hy the Dusuns in 1732, and I moy-montion that 
tho ‘pepper gardens were allowed to go out of: 
coltivation owing to the oxtroordivary exactions 
of the Sultan of Brunei and his officers. It was 
the custom of the sulfan fo require a share of 
garden produeo from all his: subjects, Tho 
Sultan entrusted the collection to hia princes, 
tach of whom visited a epecial district and col- 
Jocted the sultan’s share of the crops, Dut at the | 
sawe titne the collector teck advantage of his 
position to myueeze the remaining, and somotimnes 
more than the remaining, profits out of the 
natives, who finally abandoned the cultivation of 
any product for export, aud confined their 
forts to raieing ford for'their daily wants. 

The action of the sultan and his bealmen 
tended ta prevent ony systematic labour by 
tho mitives, Under our rulo the natives 
are workin more systematically, and are 
making wore money. When we took charge 
vot North Borneo, in Iss], the total value of 
exports in that year wax 145,000 dols, and 
on referring Jo the list of articles exported 
I find they consisted almost entirely of jangle 
and sea products collected by the natives. In 
HL, wwenty years later, the exports of juagle 
and ‘sea products had increosed by $10,006 
dollars, and this increase has been affected is 
spite of tho large number of natives who have 
abandoned the casual collection of jungle or 
xen prodiice, and have taken to steady om, loy- 
ment afforded by- the naw judustries which are 
beginning to floarish, under the protection: of 
the chnrtered company. I may here mention 
that the total salue of gar exports in 191 was 
twenty-three times the value exported in 1851, 
the first year of onr charter. Not only do 
the exports prove that: the natives, mnder 
our rule, are vatning more, money, the 
imparts also tend ‘te prove the kame, Our 
imports in 1901 were thirteen times the 
value imported in 1881, when they amounted 
to about o quarter willion dollars, Onur list of 
imported artieles does not differentiute very 
minmtely,.and J am thorefore unuble to tell 
you many dotails, bt T note that the Malay 
begizs to ndd. to the revenue at 4 ‘very early 
age. He is brought up op the imported bottle, 
which is filbd with imported Swiss milk. 
hose of you who see our bewspaper, the North 
Borneo Hezald, may have noted that the most 
prominent advertisement it the Milkmaid brand 
of Swise milk. Before the youngster has begun 
to walk he les acquired a desire fo smoke his 
mother’s cigarette, filled with Wills’ best 
Bristol birdies. Later on be dissipates his 
earnings jn Rimmel’ most exquisite scents, 
and thie luxury is indulged in by both gexes. 

But that is not quite the limit of their desires, 
On ono oceasion I visited Sruoei, the sncient 


capital of Borneo, which ix absolutely a Malay 
towa, and I noted in tho chief M alay shop, the 
following articles :—Austrisn bentwood chairs, 
largo mirrors, enamelled luncheon sets, kerosene 
stoves, English tinned invats and biscuite, anda 
very superior lot of glass, crockery, and soft 
gools, Our shops ia the towns of North 
Boyneo contain similor goods. Of course, 
all these good things bore to be paid 
for, From a Molay point of view, the 
easiest way to obtain money is to. make a 
coutract to do work on condition of ugum of 
money puid down—culled the advunce system, 
Tt is m bad syste, which has to be reckoned 
with whou employing, Malays, and also, gene- 
rally, when employing: Chinese. Large nuisbers 
of Malays ore emplosed by the timber com- 
panier, by the mangrove ‘extreet=Works, and 
by the tobacco companies, and jgegreat deal 
of the wages earned in North “Morneo is paid 
to the Malays, who, as I have explained, spond 
their money with qnite a gentlemanly freedom ; 
but, Lam glad to record, a few have expended 
‘some of their money in making cocoanut 
plantations, and wore invited to do so by the 
offer of land on easy terms.”
